Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean appeared last night in the 
elebrated play of Louis XI.,“ which has been so cleverly 
idapted from the French version for representation on the 
English boards, Noone can have read the page of history 
which records the fraiities and viccs of the selfish and tyranni- 
bal monarch, without advantage. It teaches one of the best. 
pmong the many lessons of its time. Surrounded as Louis XI. 
was by sycophants and time-servers, himself incredulous of 
heir —— he is found to derive all his happiness—such 
ha itis—from the very source whose truth he doubts the most. 
Anomalies such as this are not rare in the history either of 


France or Eogland—aor, indes l, are they io be seen round the 
hrone only, but are visible in the society of every day.

Fortunately the 
proprietor of the shoe shop and his family were not at 
home when the fire commenced, The premises of Mr. 
Donovan were next door to the premises of Mr. Quin, 
proprietor of the Silver Lion Tavern, and it was owing 
to a little girl who was in this house that the fire was 
first discovered. She, it appeared, while proceeding to 
her bedroom, had her attention directed to a loud crack- 
ling noise in the next house. This being accompanied 
with dense volumes of smoke at once convinced her 
that the was on fire, and, without a moment’s delay, 
she called to Mr. Quin, who raised a general alarm, and 
who succeeded in making the inmates, who were in 
their beds asleep, sensible of their danger. There had 
been sleeping in the same room three children, their 
father and mother and a servant girl, aged 15 years, 
named Esther Donovan, The three children and the 
father and mother were got out of the blazing building, 
but how is not precisely known, only that the father 
seized hold of two of his children, whom he carried 
under his arms through the flames, but in so doing 
the unfortunate man and his daughter Mary were both 
seriously burnt, and were removed to the hospital, where 
they remain in a very precarious state. The last per- 
sons who left, it is believed, were the mother and one 
of her children. It was at first ex that the servant 
gril had also been rescued and taken shelter in the 
house of a neighbour, as she could not be heard of 
during the fire. Unfortunately, the poor creature was 
burnt to death in the flames. The firemen, under the 
direction of Mr. Bridges, the chief officer of the A 
district, and engineer Whithers, backed by the parish 
enginckeepers, were enabled to get the flames at length 
extinguished, but not until the premises were totally 
destroyed. Further inquiries having been made for the 
girl who was still missing, Mr. Bridges gave instructions 
to the firemen to search the ruins, and, after a lapse of 
a few minutes, they found her burnt in a frightful 
manner from head to toot. Life was quiteextinct. The 
mangled remains were removed to await the coroner's 
inquest. As to the origin of the fire, not the least re- 
liable information could be obtained beyond the fact 
that it must have] commenced ia the front shop, and 
have extended up the stairvase to the top of the building. 
Mr. Braidwood, in his official report, describes the da- 
mage done as follows: — No. 41, Penny-flelds, Poplar, 
Mr. Dennis J. Donovan, boot aad shoemaker; the 
house and contents all but destroyed.
